Impostor Bureau. 
It becomes my painful duty to 



announce the Bureau has been under 
a misapprehension regarding the 
number of anti,- Impostor measures 
enacted before the present incumbent 
assumed the role of Director. Official 
reports placed four States on the old 
list of those having laws naming the 
deaf fakir — i. e.\ New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Minnesota and Mississip- 
pi. This statement, made in all good 
faith, was in error. 

The way this error came to light 
may be of interest as portraying 
human nature and proving that the 
truly great do not pose as know- 
it-alls, but seek the far places for 
the germ of knowlege. 

Ever hear of Mr. Harry Best, a 
Gallaudet Normal and a teacher in 
various schools for the deaf? His 
handbook on "The Deaf," is re- 
cognized as an authority, and as such, 
has a place in most public libraries 
It is reliable and fair, proving 
interesting reading for oral 1st and 
signist alike. Mr. Best has a re- 
sponsible position in the University 
Settlement, New York City. Mr. 
Best may be considered a great man , 
and his words carry weight. 

Being great, of course, Mr. Best 
poses as an authority on all matters 
pertaining to the deaf without 
regard to facts, and expects a gasp- 
ing populace to swallow every irre- 
sponsible statement he utters, does 
he not ? 

Why yes, Pauline; of course he 
does NOT! 

Mr. Best is preparing copy for a 
second and enlarged edition of his 
great work, " The Deaf." As he 
says, " There are few more undesir- 
able wretches alive than persons who 
pretend to be deaf and dumb in order 
to solicit alms. " He plaus to write a 
strong article on this subject, and 
of course has quite a store of in- 
formation to draw from. However, 
Mr. Best does not seem afflicted 
with the " swelled head," that is the 
acute malady of many "^big" men 
one might mention; so to get facts 
and figures that are authentic and 
irrefutable, he wrote the Director of 
the Impostor Bureau for help. 

Only a truly great man cau afford 
to desecend to ask aid from a com- 
mon deaf-mute. 

Then began a considerable corre- 
spondence, from which we quote the 
following excerpt as a sample: 

" The list of States you have given 
me corresponds for the most part 
with my list. There are several 
States in your list, however, the laws 
of which I am not able to find. 
These States are Pennsylvania, 
Mississippi, Nevada, Florida, Il- 
linois, and North Dakota. Will you 
be so good as to quote me the legal 
citation of the States named? In 
Pennsylvania there was a statute 
enacted in 1807 regarding impostors, 
but it related to persons pretending 
to be officers of the law. In Purdon's 
Digest, which contains all the laws 
of Pennsylvania now in force, and 
issued in 19 15, there was no special 
mention of the deaf. As for Mis- 
sissippi, there was no session of the 
legislature held in 1913. In that of 
1 9 14 and 191 6 I cannot find refer- 
ence to impostors pretending to be 
deaf. All the information I have I 
shall be glad to put at your service; 
and between us there ought to be a 
full and accurate digest of the mat- 
ter. This is a very important one." 
Mississippi State Chief Elmer V. 
Peters was requested to investigate 
and report officially on the Mississippi 
statute. His report, consisting of a 
gratifying display of activity in all 
lines, and an account of how he per- 
sonally prosecuted a recent case of 
Itupostorism in Jackson, with such 
success the Chief of Police declares 
he will go after all Impostors here- 
after without being told. Enclose a 



letter from former Chief Shelby W. 
Harris, which is self-explanatory : 

As regards Nadfrater Meagher's inquiry 
about Mississippi's anti-impostor law, I 
lies; to state that there was a mistake 
among some 1. p. f. papers in giving credit 
for passage of the law, when in fact I 
stated editorially in a March, 1914, issue of 
the Mississippi Voice that the desired legis- 
lation, modelled after the Minnesota anti- 
impostor law, went through the State Sen- 
ate with a whoop, but was killed in the 
House Judiciary Committee, getting an un- 
favorable report on the ground that offense 
was covered by the legislation already 
enacted under the headings " Vagrants" 
and " False Pretenses." 

Senator Clayton Potter, who introduced 
the measure in his Chamber and was the 
chairman of the Committee on Judiciary, 
had a conference with Chairman Johnston 
of the House Committee and urged for a 
re-consideration. However, the House 
Committee was jammed with legislation of 
all sorts, most of them unnecessary, and 
the Committee declined a re-hearing, say- 
ing that the greatest trouble lies with lack 
of enforcement by the various law officers 
of the statutes already enacted. Mr. 
Johnston, himself one of the foremost 
lawyers of the slate, quoted the following 
to cover the offense we have hi view: 

Vaorancy— Section 5055. The follow- 
ing persons are vagrants: 

Paragraph (g) Every able-bodied per- 
son who shall go begging for a livelihood. 
(Note: Here Senator Potter amended 
thia paragraph and used the Minnesota 
model). 

Also Paragraph (c), same heading as 
above says: Alt persons able to work, hav- 
ing no property to support them, and who 
have no visible or known means of a fair, 
honest and reputable livelihood. (These 
are declared vagrants). 

Penalty: $50 fine oroo days in jail, or 
both. 

OllTAINlNG MONKY UNDRR PaLSB PRB- 

tbnsxs— Section 1163. 

Bvery person who falsely represents or 
personates another, and, in such assumed 
character, shall receive any money or 
valuable property of any description, in- 
tended to be delivered to the individual so 
personated, shall, upon conviction, be 
punished in the same. 

Penalties : When the value is Jtej or 
less, it is a petit larceny. 1 to 6 mouths 
in the county jail, or fas to $100 fine, or 
both. 

When over $ 25, it constitutes a grand 
larceny. Penitentiary offense. 5 years. 

Frankly saying, I like the Minnesota 
law best, and think the House Com- 
mittee did not realize the weakness 
of the statutes already enacted. 

Mississippi is therefore removed 
from the list of states having laws 
naming deaf Impostors, and is placed 
011 the list of those with statutes al- 
ready answering our purposes. The 
most sincere thanks are due Mr. Best 
for thus bringing the error {,0 light. 
Regarding Pennsylvania, inquiries 
are underway, and the result will be 
announced in due time.

At the regular monthly meeting 
of Greater New York Division No. 
23, National Fraternal Society of 
the Deaf, held at Imperial Hall, 
Brooklyn, a letter was read from 
Col. C. W. Withrow, representing 
Hie War Savings Sooieties la which 
he asked the co-operation of the 
Division in making the world safe 
for Democracy, to assist the govern- 
ment in the only way possible — 
forming War Saving Societies of 
tie Deaf. The President of No. 
23 has appointed a committee 
headed by one of the Division's 
ablest members, Bro. Alexaudet 
L Paoh, to represent the Society at 
the meeting of the W. S. Societies, 
which will be held on Wednesday 
evening, May 15th in the rooms of 
the Deaf- Mutes' Union League. It 
would be well for all other Societies 
of the Deaf, whether club or frat- 
ernity, church or temple, in short, 
every organization of the Deaf in 
Greater New York holding at least, 
a monthly meeting of their own, to 
send word to the Colonel, care of 
War Savings Societies, 61 Cham 
hers Street, New York. The time la 
very close at hand and the right 
lime to write for information is 
NOW. 

The roster of the Division within 
the past few months has been added 
to by leaps arid bounds. At, the 
meeting held last Saturday four ap- 
plications for membership came in. 
One from an old kuocker of the N. 
F. S. D., who never thought he 
would need the vaiious benefits 
which the Society affords the mem- 
bers, until he came across the Frat, 
official organ of the Society, la 
which was printer' the Anuual 
Statement, etc. It showed that 
within the ten years of life of the 
Society, the membership has in- 
creased six fold; insurance in force 
has increased ninefold ; assets have 
increased fifty fold. He read the 
names of the many men in the deaf 
world, who had become members of 
the Society within the past, few 
years — if such men as Howard, for 
instance, would be willing to pay 
dues into a Society, one who is more 
able to say whether it is safe finan- 
cially, and soon, he came to the 
conclusion that it was really worth 
while to join. Fortunately, the 
Medical Kxaminer passed on him in 
his rather iate age, pending the 
decision of the Home Office. Bet 
your life, rest of you confirmed 
knockers of the N. F. S. D., this 
new member will tell you the truth 
of the real value of becoming a Frat 
one way or the other, even though 
he is uncertain whether his applica- 
tion will pull through successfully, 
as he has seen the light already. 
Come out, of the dark u ess into the 
same light where this old crony of 
yours once passed through, and 
you will never want to go back 
again. This fact is shown in our 
records that there are very few of 
our members who weut back to the 
darkuess, save for some reason for 
which the Society is usually not to 
blame. The answers which com 
inon knockers merely give is that 
they cannot afford to join. The 
day will come wheu they will real- 
ize that they cannot afford to leave 
the Society, once they enter its big 
doors, a society, for and by the 
Deaf, in the greatest oountry in the 
world today, assisting a member in 
several ways foi the very moderate 
mouthy dues which are based on 
tables complied by the National 
Fraternal Congress. 

Here's one of the many slight 
tokens of tiie Division's love and re 
sped for its elder members: Bro. 
Fred W. Meinken having reached 
the fiftieth milestone in his journey 
through life, unaware of the birth 
day which had passed out of his 
mind since the fiftieth stone 
reached on the 15th of April of this 
year, was called to the platform. 
Bro. Constantln, after explaining 
the reason for summoning hitn hand- 
ed him a purse containing the dona 
tion of each member of the Division. 
Bro Meinken stopped for n while just 
long enough to hold his breath, aud 
in a few words, truly patriotic, 
pledged every cent of the purse to 
the investment of the Government's 
different bonds. Say, you knockers, 
young or near youug, is this not a 
reasonable proof of the value of 
being a Fiat 7 If not, why not?

That the Institution is doing all 
that it can to aid the government is 
demonstrated again. In making 
out a War Emergency Food Survey, 
our co-operation was requested, aud 
a set of blanks giving information 
relative to the food consumed here 
in one week, grouped as directed 
by the government, has been pre- 
sented. These are some of the 
many requests with which we have 
complied : — 

First, we reported how many 
members there are in the household 
including all persons who take 
meals regularly at the School. 

Second, the total number of meals 
away from the School during the 
week — i.e , meals eaten from other 
than our household supplies. 

Third, in addition to the number 
given, we were requested to give 
the age, sex and average weight. 
These are grouped into classes of 21 
to 40, 41 to 60, 61 to 80 years; the 
men and women separately. Boys 
and girls were listed from 1 to 5, 6 
to 10, 1 1 to 15, 16 to 20 years. The

New York City* Water Aqueduct 



Seventy-five years ago, IheCroton 
water was turned Into the city of 

New York and the event was 

celebrated with a procession seven 

miles long. That was on October U, 
On October 1$, i:t and 14, 

1917, the oelebtatlon of the opening 

of the water supply from the 
CatSktll Mountains, 180 miles away, 
was held with a succession of most 
imposing ceremonies. 

Next to the Panama Canal and 

closely crowding it in Importance, 

the aqueduct is considered the 

greatest piece of engineering in the 

world.

ADDRESS 

DKLIVBRHD BY DR. ROBBB.T PATTERSON, 
OF OHIO, AT THB DEDICATION OF 
KOWI.KR II AU,, GAM.AUDKT COM.KOK, 
WASHINGTON, D. C. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen : — 
This place on the program is the more 
acceptable since its intent is to be an honor 
to the Gallaudet College Alumni Associa- 
tion, rather than to its president personally. 
And it offers a two-fold opportunity: first, 
to speak the mind of our Association; and 
second, to express a close raffiliation with 
our Alma Mater. 

It is not to be Inferred, however, that we 
are lacking in the proper college spirit. 
That were well-nigh an impossibility after 
our struggle for the attainment of the 
higher education, especially since this hall 
of learning has the distinction of being the 
only one of its kind in the history of the 
world; and its work is so filled with glori- 
ous results. For are we not always eager 
to renew association with the life at our 
college; always aglow over the memory of 
halcyon days spent within its sphere of 
influence; and always interested in follow- 
ing its career ? What need to point to the 
wonder and bliss of mental growth during 
our passing through these great doors of 
learning; to the stimulus and polish of per- 
sonal contact with varied ideals of scholar- 
ship and of personality; to the inspiration 
of sighting the lighted way of the world; 
to the joy of a welcome as efficient workers 
in the world's programme of service; to 
the zest of keener apprehensions to enjoy 
the blessings of life in spite of the hamper- 
ing bounds of the silence which is an 
inalienable part of our earthly existence f 
This wide range of benefits is sure to 
establish in our hearts a gratitude which is 
not capable of ever deteriorating into 
indifference toward our Alma Mater, 
much less into forgetfulness. 

We are glad to come into this community 
of interest this afternoon. It is a privilege 
again to do honor to our Alma Mater at 
her shrine. It is a sort of renewal of our 
youth to get once more into the fine old 
swing of the chapel procession, and to 
rejoice with the graduating class in the" 
beautiful ceremony of presentation for 
academic honors. It was a happy thought 
which brought the joy aud dignity of Pre- 
sentation Day as the prelude to the custo- 
mary Commencement. The pleasure of 
the day is accentuated by the fact that it 
conies at this time of year when the frost 
is out of the ground, and dear old Kendall 
Green is budding forth into blossoms and 
leaves under blue skies and soft zephyrs. 
Of no small moment is tha efficacy of these 
gentle influences ou the heartstrings, stir 
ring into bloom hope and aspiration, there- 
by calling forth the perennial discovery of 
a new world and a new view of life. What 
more fitting occasion for our Alma Mater 
to seud forth her graduating class into the 
world's service ? 

On this Presentation Day of 1918 some- 
thing new enters into the familiar emotions. 
It is the joy of dedicating Sophia Fowler 
Hall. We gladly join 111 congratulating 
president Hall and the Board of Directors 
upon the splendid achievement; and the 
women students upon their good fortune in 
coming into possession at last of this 
permaueut domicile. The name also is 
appropriate as it honors the wouderful 
deaf woman whose inspiring life- story is 
beautifully told by the late lamented 
Professor Draper in the American Annals 
of the Deaf. She was one of the pupils 
iu the first public school for the deaf when 
it was opened in Hailfordiu 1S17. Although 
she was then nineteen years of age, she 
had to begin, like a child, with the very 
first rudiments of an education. But 
such was her intelligence, courage, 
industry and ambition, that her progress 
aroused the wonder and admiration of her 
teacher, Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet. 
And it was small wonder that her naive 
modesty, womanliness and peraoual 
charms so captivated his fancy ami heart 
that their lives so naturally commingled. 
The happy union brought to her the joy 
and glory of motherhood ; eight hue 
children -four sons aud four daughters — 
rose up to call her blessed. Of her sons 
two devoted their lives to the uplift of the 
deaf, one leading the way for them 
iuto church service and missionary work, 
and the other opening the pathway to 
higher education. This honored mother 
developed into the noble Roman matron 
type, attracting the notice which a strik- 
ing presence always commands, and 
drawing about her a circle of friends by 
the magnetism of her fine personality. 
Her dignity, wisdom and influence, were 
felt during her mationship of the-Colum- 
bia Institution ; men of power and in- 
fluence, because of knowing and admiring 
her, took an interest in the upbuilding of 
the Institution, especially of its collegiate 
department. Her death was beautiful and 
peaceful, comiug while she was kneeling 
in silent prayer at her bedside in the home 
of her son, Rdward. Such was the wo- 
man in whose honor this hall is dedicated. 
Thera is magic in her name to open the 
hearts of the woman students to the in- 
fluence of her beautiful ideal of woman- 
hood ; and in cherishing and pursuing it, 
they will enter into joy — the joy of true 
womanhood. 

In this building is written a fresh evi- 
dence of the greatness of our Govei anient 
of ita continued confidence in the ability of 
the deaf to pursue higher education, anil of 
its willingness to continue a helping hand 
that they may have equality of opportunity 
in higher education with their hearing 
brethren. This hall, coming aa it does 
amid the stress and strain ot the world- 
struggle, will be a constant reminder of 
the wonderful fact that our college came 
into being during the dark days of the 
Civil War. 

What was it that thus brought forth the 
birth of our Alma Mater 7 The very 
spirit which impelled the entry of our 
country into the present war with the 
determination that the world shall lie made 
safe for democracy — the spirit which gave 
Impetus to the Declaration of Independence 
and opened tha door to freedom — the spirit 
which recognized the tight of man to 
education and gave life to the public school 
ami to the State university —in short, the 
spiiit of democracy which is the spirit of 
justice between man and man, working out 
human progress. 

The spread of this spirit, persistent as it 
has been, has, however, been slow but 
nevertheless sure,

It had its genesis in the overthrow of the 
ancient theory of " Might is right." It re- 
ceived a gteat impulse through the in- 
fluence of Jean Jacques Rousseau's 
trat Social" (1762) aud of Thomas Paiua'a 
"Rights of Man" (1791-j). It is now 
proclaiming to the world the great theme, 
" The Rights of Nations," as enunciated by 
President Wilson iu his historic address to 
Congress. It will be next chanting the 
battle cry of " The Brotherhood of Man," 
aa civilization seems so to decree. And 
thus it will preas on until heaven is brought 
down toeaith. 

Who can have more cause to be thank- 
ful for the evolution of tha spirit than the 
deaf? In the olden time when the princi- 
ple prevailed that education was an affair 
of the individual, only the favored childiei 11 
of the earth walked in the paths of lent 11 
ing aud culture. What wonder that the 
deaf had no chance 1 The calamity of 
deafness etood over its victims like a grim 
jailei by virtue of the dictum of Aristotle 



(B.C. 384-321) that the ear is " the organ 
of instruction." 

Fortunately for the deaf, this theory was 
challenged by Girolamo Cardano of Milan 
(1501-1571) when he advanced theprin- 
ciple that " ideas can tie associated directly 
with writing without the intervention of 
sound, aud so ' the deaf-mute can hear by 
reading and speak by writing.* " This 
principle, clear and accurate as we know it 
to be, was, however, a long time making 
its way into the domain of realization. It 
was not put to the test until about 1760 
when, simultaneously but independently 
of one another, and under the sway of dif- 
ferent ideals, schools were opened by the 
Abbe de PBpee in France, Samuel Hein- 
icke in Germany, aud Thomas Braidwood 
in Great Britaiu. Then the long dark 
night which had hung over the deafended 
iu a dawn which brought the wonder and 
joy of a new day iuto theii lives, lighten- 
ing the burden of a gray existence. 

It is but justice to call attention on this 
occasion to the fact that it was in our great 
sister republic, France, the star of hope 
first rose on the* free education of the deaf, 
when De l'Epee choae to let the light shine 
down upon his work and gladly spread a 
knowledge of his art. The romance of his 
unselfish service paved the wav for the 
coming of the public education of the 
deaf. The French government, in honor 
of his memory after his death, established 
the Royal Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb at Paris in 1791 . It was in this vary 
same Institution that our Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet received the gift of the en- 
chanted rod with which to smite the rock; 
aud (lie precious stream of education came 
out abundant ly for the deaf of our country. 

It is interesting also to recall that in this 
Paris Institution was established in about 
1838 " a higher course, with the title of 
dasse d' instruction comptcmentaire," in 
accordance with the will of Dr. J. M. G. 
Hard, for mauy years ita physician. 
Doubtless, this had an influence upon the 
rise of the High Class in the American 
School and the New York Instiution in 
1852. But it remained for America to reach 
the zenith when this college was founded 
in 1864, and brought forth this golden era 
of education for the deaf. For this we 
cannot be too grateful or too happy that it 
is our good fortune to live in this grand 
country of ours. 

Honor and justice and gratitude call 
upon us iu this time of crisis lo pledge 
anew our loyalty to our country. There is 
a new world of big thoughts and generous 
sentiments which is awakening men to a 
fuller consciousness of duty and sacrifice. 
To the " Wake up, America, " spirit we, 
too, are responsive, giving our patriotic im- 
pulses full play to help our country iu its 
tremendous activities to achieve victory ; 
and not a few of our own sons are "out to 
win," as Lieutenant Coningsby Dawson 
tersely expresses it. This is no time 
merely to do our Bit, but to do our ( 't»iost 
for our country, so that 

" the star-spangled banner In triumph shall 

wave 
O'er the land of the free and the home of the 

brave !" 

Nor is this all: it is equally fitting that 
we should renew our pledge of loyalty to 
our Alma Mater. There is a tug at our 
sense of appreciation, calling upon us to 
give more of our thoughts to her, to meet' 
more adequately her claim on our devotion, 
to make our loyalty one of deeds, not words 
alone, and to prove ourselves worthy of 
our sainted Fdward Miner Gallaudet, 
whose vision, genius and knight-errantry 
made possible our participation in the 
advantages and tbe honor of our college. 

It is likely that, on account of its super 
burdens of carrying on the war, our Gov- 
ernment may not be able to erect another 
building on Kendall Green for some time 
to come. There is a preaaing need of an 
administration building, which, by provid 
ing for offices, class rooms, library and 
halls for uae of the various society activi- 
ties, would release certain rooms for dormi- 
tory purposes, and thus make possible a 
larger attendance. We are offered an op- 
portunity to make a gift of such a buildiug 
to our Alma Mater as a memorial of onr 
beloved college founder. It would not 
only be a tangible proof of our appreciation 
of what the Government has already done 
for our college, but also a visible token of 
our love and gratitude for the great friend 
who believed in us. Would it requite 
sacrifices? Certainly. But we would be 
strengthened and e'nnobled by ihetn ; we 
would then understand and appreciate 
something ot the sacrifice our friend made 
iu living and working for our benefit. 
Not until we have done our part can we 
fully approve ourselves, aud . show our- 
selves approved to the world. 

It it a beautiful thing that we are doing 
this afternoon in consecrating this hall. 
Long may it stand as a fitting memorial 
of the noble deaf mother whose romantic 
career is linked with all that is best 
aud beautiful in the life and education of 
the deaf I Shall there not now arise an- 
other building on the other side of the 
campus, in memory of the son who fought 
to a successful issue the battle of higher 
education for the deaf? Then the two 
buildings on either side of the statue of 
the father— how complete would be such a 
noble trinity of monuments, telling to the 
world the proud story of the rise and pro- 
gress of the education of the deaf in 
America I 

Let there be among us a firm spirit 
of faith, courage and self-denial ; and oh, 
let neither clouds of doubt nor mists of 
discord rise to dim the blight hope of 
success !

The balance of $500 In Liberty 
Bonds and $155.9.5 in cash was turn- 
ed over to the American Red Cross, 
for the purpose of endowing a bed in 
honor of Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet 
in a Red Cross hospital in France. 

It will be noted that $1,800 of the 
Fund was used for the purchase of 
three ambulances named In honor of 
De l'Epee, Clerc, and Sicard. The 
actual cost of these ambulances to 
the Red Cross was slightly over 
$1,860. After the taking over of 
the ambulance work by the United 
States Army, the Committee could 
not do any more in this line of work 
with the amount available, as the 
United States Government would not 
accept the gift of an ambulance 
costing less than approximately 
$2,100. 

For a minimum of $600 a bed can 
be maintained for a year in a Red 
Cross hospital In France, and the 
committee has therefore turned over 
the balance of the fund for purpose 
of maintaining a bed in honor of 

1 Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet for this 
period in Neuilly, France. 
Mr. John K. Cloud, after serving 
In France from July to December of 
last year, volunteered for work with 
the Red Cross in Italy, and, at the 
expiration of his enlistment about 
the last part of May, expects to re- 
turn to the United States. 

Expressing its highest apprecia- 
tion for the generous contributions 
made, and the belief that a most 
helping piece of work has been done 
for our Sister Republic through the 
deaf of this country, your Committee 
begs leave to close its account and 
work.

One cold d;iy in Fnbuary last, a 
well-dressed middle-aged gentleman 
diove up to the firm! door in alight 
buggy, and alter tethering his horse 
to a nearby post he went right up- 
staii", Where he bad quite a long 
chat wiih 1, lie matron and her as- 
sistant. As soon as Hie stranger 
had taken his departure, the story 
went around on the Angers of some 
of the inmates that the gentleman 
visitoi was Mr. Samuel Gardner, 
the brother of Mr. Isaac B. Gard- 
ner, who had two months earlier 
been made Principal of the N. Y. 
Institution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, and that Samuel 
had been appointed to take Mr. 
Cain's place as manager of the farm 
of the Gallaudet Home. 

Aftei having his dinner at the 
Home, at noon on the twelfth of 
last March, Mr. Frank E. Cain, 
who had run the farm for two suc- 
cessive seasons, bade all he folks 
adieu and left for his home in No- 
versink, Sullivan County, N. Y. 
IJeoause one of the other of the 
Cain folks were now and then 
down with some kind of sickness 
during the time they lived here, 
they decided to stay no longer. 

The Garduer people moved into 
the farmhouse a week or so after the 
Cains had abandoned it. This new 
family consists of Mr. Samuel 
Gardner himself, Mrs. Gardner, 
their two winsome daughters, 
Eleanor and Marcia. Eleanor 
is a nearly sixteen while Marcia is 
only ten Eleanor attends the high 
school at Wappingera Falls, while 
Marcia goes to the Maple Grove 
school near the Four Corners, near- 
ly two miles from the farmhouse. 
As Mr. Samuel Gardner lived in the 
farmhouse wilh his parents for 
many years, he is far from being 
a stranger in a strange place. His 
wife lived Ihcre too, aud it was there 
that Eleanor was born. When she 
was about- a yeui old, the Garduer 

people moved totbelr old homestead 
four miles back of Wappingers 
Falls. Old Mr. Gardner, who had 
lived in the farmhouse for about 
fifteen years, passed away about 
five years ago. His two daughters, 
Anna and Julia, are in New York. 
The former runs a boarding house 
upon Washington Heights, while 
the latter is an attendant in the 
Washington Heights Library, uear 
One hundred and Sixtieth Street 
and St. Nicholas Avenue. 

The Gardner family did not move 
into the farmhouse till three weeks 
afler tlie departure of the Cains. 
The/ are much pleased with their 
environment. Samuel Gardner is a 
very Industrious being, and attends 
strictly to business. At present be 
has but one hired man, whose name 
is Ross Wirt, and he is a worthy 
young mau of twenty-three. He has 
purchased a small auto, and every 
morning and evening he brings two 
cans of fresh milk up to the house 
in it. Once In a while he brings 
Marcia up for a ride. She enjoys it 
immensely. She is an unusually 
bright girl for her age. This 
correspondent haB already taught, 
her the, manual or finger alphabet. 
She tells me she likes to feed the 
chicks and hunt eggs. 

Ob account, of the conditions Of 
he great European war it is doubt- 
ful if Samuel Gardner will be able 
to get as many men as he needs to 
work on the farm during he harvest, 
time. Mr. Wirt was exempted. 1 
mean he was not drafted, because he 
was a farm hand Now that Mr. 
Bamnel Gardner has charge of (be 
farm, the Home gets more milk and 
eggs, and more everything than it 
formerly did. Instead of being some- 
what unclean, the milk pails in which 
milk is regularly brought up to the 
house shine wil h cleanliness. The 
folks are immensely pleased to have 
such a nice family tut (he Gardners 
are, in thefarhouse. Samuel Gard- 
ner is a gentleman win, doee not seem 
to know what idleness or leisure 
are, for he is hard at work from ear 
ly morning uutil late iu the even 
ing. He has been so much and 
SO constantly exposed out of doors 
that his his face is like the tan He 
talks to the deaf with ease by his 
fingers and the sign language, which 
irned when he lived here six- 
teen years ago. He has not forgot- 
ten how to talk. Although he is 
pleasant to all and tells you ey^ry 
thing you want to know, he keeps. 
right at his work. 

What may be said to be a strange 
freak of nature that Is associated 
wilh the Gardner family \» their 
collie dog, whose peculiar name is 
" Boots," because bis few feet and 
legs are white, while the Upper 
portions of his body are blown 
His hair is long and smooth and he 
is a lovable being. He is four years 
of age and is a rather large dog. 
By DO means will he let strangers 
touch or caress him. When you 
get acquainted with bits you find 

him as gentle as a lamb. He will 
lay down at your feel end let you 
soothe bin. Whenever any of the 
inmates go down to the farmle 
or that way, the home dog, Juno, 
goes too, and then and there she 
has plenty of fun with Boots. 

Principal I. B. Gardner was up 
here one day late In April to see 
his brother Samuel. Thai was on 
the 18lh Of April. The next day 
Mr. Hodgson and Mr. McMann 
came sp from New York, and with 
Bamnel and' Isaac and Mr. I. N. 
Boper, the party took a good survey 
of the whole place and suggested 



some changes and Improvement. 

Although it has been Principal 
Gardner's custom to visit his brother 
Samuel eveiy rammer, he hadn't 
seen the Home since it was consum- 
ed by fire some seventeen years ago, 
so that everything or most every 
thing was new to hirn. As his lime 
was short he took a hasty look at 
the chapel aud some of the other- 
rooms. In a letter I received from 
Principal I. B. Gardners few days 

ago, he says, among other things, 
lhat someday this summer he hopes 
to have time to make the Home B 
visit and get, actj-tiiitcd with its 
residents who are nearly nil new to 
him. Just as Mr. Hodgson and 
McMann reached the bona*, G"o W 
Jobes, who had lived lure nearly 
seven years, and was iu his eighty 
ninth year, passed away. Rev. J
